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REPLY BRIEF 

Appellant's provide the following additional comments in response to the examiner's 
Answer on Appeal mailed on September 24, 2007. 

(1) Status of Claims 

Claim 1 is canceled, and claims 2-32 are pending in the case. Claims 11 and 30 are 
independent. This is an appeal from the decision of the examiner in a Final Office Action dated 
November 20, 2006, rejecting pending claims 2-32. Claims 11-14, 19-22, 24-26, and 30-32 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over U.S. 3,763,506 ("Szego") in view of U.S. 
5,881,408 ("Bashista"). Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over 
Szego in view of Bashista in further view of U.S. 4,739,527 ("Kohus"). Claims 16 and 17 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over Szego in view of Bashista and Kohus in 
further view of U.S. 3,137,870 ("Fink"). Claims 18, 27, 2-6, and 8-10 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over Szego in view of Bashista in further view of U.S. 5,291,623 
("Artz")- Claims 23, 28, and 29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over 
Szego in view of Bashista in further view of U.S. 4,815,153 ("Bleser"). Claim 7 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over Szego in view of Bashista and Artz in further view 
of Bleser. 

Claims 2-32 are the subject of this appeal. 

(2) Grounds of Rejection to be Reviewed on Appeal 

(i) Did the examiner properly reject claims 11-14, 19-22, 24-26, and 30-32 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) for obviousness over U.S. 3,763,506 ("Szego") in view of U.S. 5,881,408
